EPS: Race 
behind Feb. 
violence 


O ‘Anybody that did not look white’ targeted in 
alleged assaults and slurs: Police O Victims not 
likely to return to area due to ‘high fear factor’ 


An alleged spree of hate on Wh 5 he 
Avenue by four men known to be part of 
a local white supremacist group has po¬ 
lice concerned and victims scared to go 
back. 

“It’s a little concerning they are from 
an identified white supremacist group,” 
said Supt. Ken MacKay, of EPS’ specialized 
investigations division, identifying the 
group as Blood and Honour. 

EPS’ hate crimes unit has charged four 
men after patrons in several Wh 5 fte 
Avenue establishments were allegedly 
hurled with racist slurs and, in some 
cases, physical blows. 

“It was a deliberate, premeditated 
attack on anybody that did not look 
white,” said Const. Ken Smith of the EPS 
hate crimes unit. 

Police say on Feb. 12, four men were 
seen handing out white supremacist 
group flyers at the Churchill and Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta LRT stations around 8 p.m. 
before heading east on Whjfte Avenue. 

Over the course of the evening, police 
say three people were allegedly “assault¬ 
ed and punched” including a 20-year-old 
female, a 23-year-old male and a 25-year- 
old male.

^ James Andrew Brooks, 25; David Roger 
Goodman, 18; Jason Anthony Anderson, 

32; and Keith Virgil Decu, 32, face multiple 
charges including criminal harassment, 
mischief, cause disturbance, assault, 
assault with a weapon and possession 
of a weapon. 

► All four accused, who will be in court 

March 17 to face charges, were released on 
recognizance with restrictive conditions, 
and EPS is monitoring their compliance. 

As many as ten others were targeted 
with verbal assaults including racial 
slurs. 

Beat officers identified the suspects 
who had fled on foot and contacted the 
hate crimes unit, who took over the 
three-week investigation. Arrests were 
made March 3. 

“I hope and believe this was just a one- 
off where this group went out and decid¬ 
ed to do something criminal that night,” 
said Smith, adding groups like Blood and 
Honour are not typically violent.

Albertans would be on tap 
for the cost of bottle labels 
should the province decide 
to warn of the dangers of 
alcohol. 

Solicitor General Frank 
Oberle said the cost would 
likely outweigh any bene¬ 
fits. 

“All of that cost gets 
passed onto consumers one 
way or another,” he said. 

Tory MLA Moe Ameiy 
brought forward the mo¬ 
tion Monday night, but the 


issue will come back for de¬ 
bate and a vote in the legis¬ 
lature next week. 

“Is it going to stop every¬ 
body from drinking and 
driving? I don’t think so,” 
said Amery. “But it is anoth¬ 
er tool in a tool box.” 

Jillian Phillips, 

spokesperson for MADD 
Edmonton and area, said 
the labels likely wouldn’t 
affect the “hardcore,” but 
that perhaps they will 
make some people think 
twice. 

Oberle said he would 
want to see proof of bene¬ 
fits before labelling any 


bottles. 

Neil Herbst, owner of Al¬ 
ley Kat Brewing Gompany 
in Edmonton, said the idea 
is “nonsense.” 

“People know the conse¬ 
quences of drinking when 
they pick up a bottle or a 
case,” agreed Jared Flett, 
24. 

“What’s next, we’re go¬ 
ing to start putting warn¬ 
ing labels on cheese 
packages because it leads 
to high cholesterol?”

O Foundation launches initiative to address emotional, 
social concerns of women diagnosed with the disease

“We are simply not meant 
to face cancer alone." 

Sherry Abbott speaks 
from the heart. The 
executive director of 
the Canadian Cosmetic, 
Toiletry and Fragrance 
Association (CCTFA) 

Foundation is a 21-year 
cancer survivor. She is on a 
mission to encourage and 
empower people who are 
dealing with a cancer diag¬ 
nosis. 

The CCTFA recently 
commissioned a report and 
talked to 814 women who 
were facing cancer. What 
they found was staggering. 

Although their medical 
needs were being met, 
women felt there were no 
services in place to help 
them deal with the social 
and emotional effects of 
the disease.

► Almost 50% of respondents 
did not feel supported in 
their cancer journey. 

► 70% of women surveyed 
fear recurrence of their 
cancer.

On the heels of the land¬ 
mark report, the 
CCTFA Foundation has 
launched an initiative 
called Facing Cancer 
Together. Its new interac¬ 
tive website, sponsored by 
Shoppers Drug Mart, is the 


largest online show of sup¬ 
port for women with can¬ 
cer. Women can now 
share, connect and find re¬ 
sources to help them dur¬ 
ing their recovery. 

Dr. Alexandra Ginty will 
be contributing to the site. 
She is a family doctor 
trained in emergency med¬ 
icine who was diagnosed 
with breast cancer a year 
ago. 

"Tm trained to handle 
traumatic situations, but 
no one prepared me for 
facing cancer." 

She'll now be blogging 
about her journey and 
showing other women that 
they are not alone. 

She writes: 

“Cancer’s a memory 
hoping not to return 
But the gift that it 
leaves is what we 
can learn.”

average by the end of the 
year, economists say. 

A family that spends 
about $400 a month on 
groceries could end up 
paying up to $340 extra in 
a year. 

Bad crops and oil trad¬ 
ing for more than $100 US 
a barrel are driving prices 
higher. The cost of diesel, 
used by heavy trucks to 
transport goods across the 
country, is up nearly 30 
per cent from a year ago. 

Food companies are 
raising prices due to the 


soaring costs of key com¬ 
modity ingredients such as 
wheat, com, sugar and 
vegetable oil. which have 
gone up as much as 50 to 
100 per cent over the last 
year at a near-record rate. 

It’s just a matter of time 
until higher commodity 
prices trickle down to gro¬ 
cery shelves, says Douglas 
Porter, deputy chief econo¬ 
mist at BMO Nesbitt Bums. 

“Based on what I’ve 
seen in the past, it takes 
about nine to 12 months 
for an increase in raw food 


material prices to get fully 
passed on and to fully 
work their way dovm to 
the grocery shelves. So I 
think by the end of this 
year we’ll be looking at 
much more rapid food 
price inflation," Porter 
says. 

With no global econom¬ 
ic crisis on the horizon to 
pull prices back down 
again, the higher prices 
could linger longer than 
they did when they hit 
record highs in 2008, he 

says. THE CANADIAN PRESS 


GROCERS HOLDING OFF — FOR NOW 


National groceiy chains 
Loblaw, Metro and Sobeys 
parent Empire Co. Ltd. 
have faced fierce competi¬ 
tion, particularly in 
Ontario, from each other 
and retailers such as 
Zellers and Shoppers 
Dmg Mart who are 
increasing their food of¬ 
ferings. 

Wal-Mart also plans a 
major expansion of 40 
new grocery stores in 


Canada this year. 

That means grocers are 
holding off for as long as 
possible on passing man¬ 
ufacturer price increases 
on to consumers, says 
John Scott, the president 
and CEO of the Canadian 
Federation of 
Independent Grocers. 

“Nobody is going to 
raise their prices a nickel 
unless they absolutely 
have to,” he says, explain¬ 


ing retailers will try to cut 
costs to keep up with 
competitors, but may of¬ 
fer fewer discounts. 

“Instead of passing the 
full price on to the 
consumer, you’ll see a re¬ 
duction in the number of 
promotions like the 
coupons and that kind of 
thing. We had a lot of 
that in 2010. We’ll proba¬ 
bly have less of it in 

2011.” THE CANADIAN PRESS

Canadians are more confi¬ 
dent about their own eco¬ 
nomic well-being and that 
of the Canadian economy, a 
survey by Harris/Decima- 
Investor Group suggests. 

The Febmaiy survey puts 
the overall measure of con¬ 
fidence at 86.2 per cent, up 
from 82.8 in November. 

Overall, nearly one-third 
(31 per cent) of Canadians 
believe they will be better 
off financially a year from 
now, up from 27 per cent in 
November. That compares 
with 13 per cent who think 
things might be worse. 

One in four Canadians 
(24 per cent) see good 
things ahead for the econo¬ 
my in the next 12 months, 
up from 19 per cent. Four¬

teen per cent expect the 
economy to get worse. 


A majority, 54 per cent, 
believe there will be good 
times for the Canadian 
economy in the next five 
years, while 31 per cent be¬ 
lieve there will be another 
recession. 

Meanwhile, half of Cana¬ 
dians (51 per cent) believe 
now is a good time to make 
a major purchase, while 31 
per cent believe it is a bad 
time. 

“Stronger consumer con¬ 
fidence is always good for 
the economy,” said Jack 
Courtney, a financial plan¬ 
ner vyith the Investors 
Group. “This is a clear indi¬ 
cation that Canadians are 
returning to more normal 
spending, saving and in¬ 
vesting.”

Hypocrisy is a tricky trait.

ecently, pop stars 
have been falling all 
over themselves to 
apologize, give back 
the money or 
confess they had no 
idea that they were paid 
millions to perform for the fam¬ 
ily of bloody Libyan dictator 
Moammar Gadhafi. 

Now that Gadhafi is the Mon¬ 
ster of the Month, Nelly 
Furtado, Beyonce, Usher, 50 
Gent, Mariah Garey and, er, the 
London School of Economics all 
admit that they took money 
from Libya, and a number of 
them, including Nelly and Ush¬ 
er, are giving it to charity or 
something. Beyonce claims she 


sent hers to Haiti ages ago, but 
there was no mention of Libya 
at the time. 

It’s a million-dollar hit for the 
stars, but blood money is bad 
for your image, so donate those 
dollars. 

It’s easy to make fun of peo¬ 
ple who construct a moral code 
one tweet at a time, but let’s be 
honest: It wasn’t so long ago 
that Gadhafi seemed kinda cute. 
Remember when the United Na¬ 
tions wouldn’t let him pitch his 
tent on the lawn? Remember 
the documents, released by 
WikiLeaks, that featured the fly¬ 
ing squad of buxom Ukrainian 
nurses who followed him every¬ 
where? 

You just forget that he has 
long been one of the Middle 
East’s foremost terrorists and 
that, at one point, Libya took 
formal responsibility for the 


bombing of Pan Am Flight 103 
over Lockerbie, Scotland, an act 
that killed 270 people on Aug. 
16, 2003. Look it up. 

So all these people knew they 
were singing and dancing for a 
murderer, but he was a murder¬ 
er with money, all of it extract¬ 
ed from the Libyan people, 
many of whom are now dying 
under his boot.

Who and don’t get fooled again.

For more than a 
hundred years the idea 
that life could exist on the 
fourth planet from the Sun 
has been a sci-fi staple. 

In 1898, H. G. Wells 
wrote the most influential 
Martian invasion novel of 
all. The War of the Worlds, 
later adapted by Orson 
Welles into the most 
famous radio show ever 


and in a less serious vein, 
Marvin the Martian, a car¬ 
toon character voiced by 
Mel Blanc, gave us the 
catchphrase, “This makes 
me veiy angiy, veiy angiy 
indeed.” 

Years after Marvin’s 
1948 debut he made anoth¬ 
er appearance as the mas¬ 
cot on the Spirit rover sent 
to Mars. 

This weekend Martians 
invade movie theatres in 


Mars Needs Moms, the sto- 
ly of little green marauders 
who kidnap human moms, 
joining a long list of Mars 
movies. 

The 40-foot-tall Martian 
in The Angiy Red Planet, a 
low budget 1959 flick, was 
actually a 15-inch-tall pup¬ 
pet made from elements of 
a rat, bat, spider, and crab. 
The campy creature was 
later featured on the cover 
of the Misfits’ album Walk 


Among Us. 

A few years later Robin¬ 
son Crusoe on Mars used 
Death Valley, California as 
a substitute for the barren 
terrain of Mars and was so 
low budget it recycled 
props from other movies. 
The aliens are seen dressed 
in the spacesuits from Des¬ 
tination Moon and the Mar¬ 
tian space crafts were 
borrowed from The War of 
the Worlds. 


The year 2000 was a big 
one for Martian movies. 
Red Planet, starring Val 
Kilmer, Carrie-Ann Moss, 
and Benjamin Bratt as 
astronauts sent to Mars 
when Earth’s efforts to col¬ 
onize the planet are 
disrupted, features 
cinema’s first computer 
voice to be completely 
computer generated. 

Also released that year 
was Mission to Mars, the 
Brian De Palma film about 
the first manned mission 
to Mars. 

The movie flopped 
domestically — it only has 
a 25 per cent Rotten Toma¬ 
toes rating — but was cho¬ 
sen as one of the top 
pictures of2000 by Les 
Cahiers du cinema. 

Not all Mars movies are 
actually set on Mars, how¬ 
ever. 

Despite its title, Abbott 
and Costello Go to Mars, 
the comedy duo never ac¬ 
tually makes it to the red 
planet. 

First their rocket lands 
in New Orleans, then 
Venus, where the Venusian 
women are all played by 
Miss Universe contestants.

It was one of the worst acts 
of terrorism in U.S. histo¬ 
ry, a deadly deed that filled 
the New York City sky 
with smoke and debris, 
thrust the nation into war. 
prompted restrictive new 
laws and intensified hostil¬ 
ity toward foreigners. 

Yet it happened nearly a 
century before the attacks 
of Sept. 11. 2001 — on 
Black Tom Island, a muni¬ 
tions depot in New York 
Harbor sabotaged by Ger¬ 
man agents and American 
collaborators in 1916. 

This and other exam¬ 
ples of domestic terrorism 
are part of a new exhibi¬ 
tion at the National Consti¬ 
tution Center in 
Philadelphia, tracing the 
evolution of revolution 
and exploring how panic 
and prejudice can disrupt 
the balance between safe¬ 


guarding civil liberties and 
protecting the public. 

“Spies, Traitors and 
Saboteurs: Fear and Free¬ 
dom in America” opened 
Friday and runs through 
May 30. Created by the In¬ 
ternational Spy Museum 
in Washington, it exam¬ 
ines acts of revolution, sab¬ 
otage, protest, subversion 
and extremism by foreign- 
born and home-grown mil¬ 
itants, activists and spies 
from the Revolutionary 
War and onwards. 

More than 80 domestic 
attacks from 1776 to the 
present are presented — 
along with how they 
sparked government re¬ 
sponses that have changed 
American life, from the 
1918 Sedition Act to the 
creation of the Depart¬ 
ment of Homeland Securi¬ 
ty. It is left for visitors to 


reach their own conclu¬ 
sions about whether the 
various changes over time 
have been for the better, 
said Peter Earnest, direc¬ 
tor of the Spy Museum 
and a former CIA opera¬ 
tive. 

“These issues will be 
with us until the end of 
the republic,” said Earnest, 
noting that the show was 
created to be a teaching 
tool for the young, a histo¬ 
ry refresher for the old 
and a conversation starter 
for all. 

Interactive polling sta¬ 
tions, developed with the 
Gallup Organization, ask 
visitors’ opinions on the 
nation’s response to 
events presented in the 
show — along with results 
of Gallup polls through 
history asking the same 
questions. 


Among them: Should 
the government have the 
authority to deport people 
suspected of supporting 
hostile groups? Should the 
FBI be allowed to investi¬ 
gate groups opposed to the 
U.S. government? Is vio¬ 
lence by individuals ever 
justified to bring about 
change in society? 

“The exhibit illustrates 
in a way that’s very dra¬ 
matic and visceral the 
challenges we face as a 
country from threats that 
often originate internal¬ 
ly,” said David Eisner, Na¬ 
tional Constitution 
Center president and 
CEO. “How do we protect 
our homeland ... and how 
do we at the same time 
guarantee constitutional 
protections for all of our 
citizens?”

Nearly everyone in Amster¬ 
dam rides a bic'ycle. 

No one sweats. 

As a longtime cyclist in 
New York City, and a sweaty 
guy who can raise a few 
droplets going to the end of 
the walk to retrieve the 
newspaper in January, 
that’s how it seemed to me 
when I was there. I was pre¬ 
pared for the ubiquity of cy¬ 
clists. But the refinement 
was a surprise. 

Who knew that urban 
cycling — which I find 
mostly exhilarating and Joy¬ 
ous, but occasionally a grim 
struggle for a sliver of pave 
ment — could also be ele 
gant? 

This is how I saw the 
Dutch cyclists,

1 saw well-dressed men rid¬ 
ing to work in Amsterdam, 
and they didn’t seem re 
motely uncomfortable. 

And the women! Women 
bikers in Amsterdam seem 
to cut no fashion comers. 
High heels and skirts are 
not uncommon, whether 
they are headed to the of¬ 
fice or carting a crateful of 
kids to school on one of 
those cargo bikes with a big 
box up front. 

The Amsterdammers 
ride these single-speed or at 
most three-speed bikes that 
are both monstrously heavy 
and in most parts of North 
America, at least, frightfully 
expensive. 

Cyclists in Amsterdam 
routinely ignore traffic sig¬ 
nals. And pity tlie pedestri¬

“What people often do on 
the weekend is they don’t 
go out, they sleep longer, 
and something is miss¬ 
ing,” Turnheim says. 

“You need in your life 
something that inspires 
you, no matter if it’s go¬ 
ing out and meeting peo¬ 
ple, or going hiking.”

E mployees often 
believe that they 
own the content 
on their work¬ 
place computers and 
sometimes even the 
computers themselves. 

They are mistaken. 
Steve Rowe worked as a 
computer analyst in On¬ 
tario’s Sheridan Col¬ 
lege’s IT department for 
12 years. 

He had one of the 
highest paying positions 
in the department, a 
clean disciplinary 

record and full access to 
the college’s servers and 
computers. 


Rowe blurred the line 
between personal and 
professional computer use 
when he adopted one of 
the college’s faster com¬ 
puters and used it to 
download a large amount 
of games, videos, movies, 
music, and pornography. 
Rowe gave at least 11 oth¬ 
er people including 
friends, family and col¬ 
leagues, access to the 
computer’s media cache. 
Rowe’s activities went un¬ 
detected for years. 

When a network audit 
later revealed some of 
Rowe’s activities, the col¬ 
lege seized his computers 
and started an investiga¬ 
tion. 

After confirming that 
Rowe had been using the 
college’s server as a media 
hub for his circle of 
friends, the college quick¬ 
ly dismissed him. 

At a recent hearing, an 
arbitrator had to deter¬ 
mine whether Rowe’s per¬ 
sonal use of his workplace 
computer could justify his 
immediate termination. 

Rowe attempted to 
overturn his termination 
by arguing that the col¬ 
lege overreacted to his 
misconduct. 

However, the arbitrator 
hearing the case dis¬ 
agreed, characterizing 


Rowe’s conduct as “ex¬ 
tremely poor judgement.” 
Since Rowe’s job required 
his employer to be able to 
trust him, his termination 
was upheld. 

This case is an example 
of a broader problem in 
Canadian workplaces as 
employees too often get 
carried away with person¬ 
al computer use at work. 

When they do, they 
should not expect that 
their actions will be im¬ 
mune from discipline as 
decision makers are be¬ 
coming increasing aware 
of the damage computer 
misuse can cause and they 
are often unwilling to tol¬ 
erate it. 


Both employees and 
employers can consider 
some of the following 
safeguards: 

• Whether there is a 
policy on Internet or com¬ 
puter use at work and to 
what extent, if any, does 
the employer permit per¬ 
sonal use. 

• Where personal com¬ 
puter use is permitted, 
employees should not 
consider this right equal 
to a freedom to do as they 
please. There are a num¬ 
ber of ways for employees 
to lose their jobs includ¬ 
ing theft of time, discrimi¬ 
nation and harassment.

It's been one of the hottest topics in the NHL this 
week, but the Taylor Hall fight still deserves 
further analysis. 


W hen the Oilers’ top 

draft pick wrecked his 
ankle during a scrap 
with the far more expe¬ 
rienced Derek Dorsett 
of Columbus, it certain¬ 
ly took away a big reason to watch Ed¬ 
monton down the stretch. 

True, Hall would have had an 
outside shot to win the Calder Trophy 
as rookie of the year — an award 
which will be contested by Carolina’s 
Jeff Skinner, San Jose’s Logan Couture 
and one of either Corey Crawford, 
Michael Grabner or Brad Marchand — 
but the intrigue was there. 

Now, there is simply the matter of 
whether the Oilers will nab the No. 1 
draft slot for a second straight year. 

But without moralizing, there is a 
case study Hall should look into while 
he’s laid up with his injury. That, ironi¬ 
cally, would be the case of Derick Bras¬ 
sard, Dorsett’s teammate on the Blue 
Jackets and a young player who decid¬ 
ed to man up with dire consequences. 
As Dave Chappelle would have put it, 
it’s a case of “when keepin’ it real goes 
wrong.” 


Back in 2008-09, Brassard was off to 
a demonic start with the Jackets. He 
was putting up numbers and looking 
like a sure-fire Calder candidate. But 
when then-Dallas Stars power forward 
James Neal rubbed out defenceman Fe¬ 
dor T 5 mtin with a big hit, it was 
Brassard who rushed in to fight for his 
teammate’s honour.

And lest you think Hall’s pedigree 
will protect him from a slump once he 
returns next year, consider that 
Brassard was taken sixth overall in 
2006 and scored just as many points in 
junior when healthy, so he’s not far be¬ 
hind.

For the 2012 model, the Passat’s previously 
standard 200-horsepower 2.0-litre four-q^linder 
turbocharged powerplant has been replaced 
with a non-turbocharged 170-horsepower 2.5- 
litre five-cylinder unit. This change no doubt 
contributes to the smaller base price. 

A 280-horsepower 3.6-litre V6 is optional, as 
is Volkswagen’s hybrid-challenging 140-horse- 
power 2.0-litre turbo-diesel that will give the 
Passat a claimed rating of 4.8 1/100 km on the 
highway. 


Generous dimensions 

VW might be substantially reducing the MSRP, but 
it certainly won’t be shrinking the package. 

Compared to the previous Passat, the new mod¬ 
el is nine centimetres longer overall and the 
distance between its front and rear wheels has 
been stretched by about 9.5 centimetres, which 
should mean appreciable gains in passenger room.

The Jeep Liberty made its 
first appearance in 2002, 
and intended to find 
favour with an urban-ad¬ 
venturer t 5 ^e after a ma¬ 
chine with plenty of 
ground clearance, moder¬ 
ate towing capacity and 
four-wheel drive capability. 

Featuring a Command- 
Trac transfer case with low- 
range gearing and “shift on 
the fiy” four-wheel drive. 
Liberty was an ideal ma¬ 
chine for all-terrain, all- 
weather use. 

The Select-Track trans¬ 
fer case, also available, 
added a “full-time” four- 
wheel drive range which 
could be selected pre-emp¬ 
tively in nasty weather and 
act like an All Wheel Drive 
(AWD) system. 

Four and six-cylinder en¬ 
gines were available, as 
were manual and automat¬ 
ic transmissions — de¬ 
pending on the year and 
model in question. Models 
with the V6 got 210 horse¬ 
power from 3.7 litres of

standard 2.4-litre four- 
cylinder made 150 ponies.

Ideal for a small family 
or active couple, the Liber¬ 
ty was updated to its cur¬ 
rent iteration for the 2008 
model year. 

What Owners Like 
Styling, a sturdy and 
planted ride and decent 
handling were t 5 q)ically 
highly rated by most first- 
generation Liberty owners. 
Visibility and off-road capa¬ 
bility were also praised. 

What Owners Hate 
Comfort was rated 
somewhat poorly by many 
Liberty owners, mainly due 
to cramped footwells and 
limited at-hand interior 
storage. Rear seat legroom 
is also said to be limited. 
Other owners report high- 
er-than-expected gas 
mileage with the V6 en¬ 
gine. 

Common Issues 


resulted in dents or scrapes 
to the underbelly. Having 
all differential fluids and 
transfer-case fluids 

changed upon purchase is 
a ^vise decision too — un¬ 
less the mileage of the last 
full fluid-change is known. 
This is also a good time to 
have your mechanic check 
for leaks. 

A check for the perform¬ 
ance of several safety-relat¬ 
ed recall jobs is another 
good idea — as the Liberty 
was subjected to several of 
them. 

The Verdict 

Like many Jeep models 
in the used market, a fairly 
simple powertrain doesn’t 
deliver class-leading per¬ 
formance or mileage — 
though it proves reliable 
for the long haul and well- 
suited to its application. 


Liberty looks solid 
where reliability is con¬ 
cerned, though several 
checks will be mandatoiy 


in finding a healthy used 
model.

cluding the stereo and key¬ 
less remote system. Power 
window failure looks fairly 
common and expensive to 
repair, so double check 
that all windows open and 
close smoothly and easily. 
Locks should also be 
checked for proper opera¬ 
tion. 

Jeep’s 3.7-litre V6 is 
known to be reliable and 
relatively trouble-free, 
though it may feel hard to 
start at times due to a bad 
fuel-pump valve. Addition¬ 
ally, chirping noises could 
be the result of a belt pul¬ 
ley that needs a different, 
tighter belt. 

Have a mechanic give 
the floor-pan and suspen¬

ars and trucks are obviously part of 
the Internet shopping experience, 
especially the research phase. But 
certain nuances and circumstances 
of the vehicle purchase process 
hold it back from being a typical 
“buy now” Internet transaction. 

For one thing, vehicles are big — there isn’t 
a standard Fed Ex package for a Cadillac 
Escalade. You may also want to trade in your 
current vehicle ... How do you do that over the 
Wi-Fi? Same with test-drives. 

A typical vehicle purchase seems to gener¬ 
ate so much back and forth, so much 
paperwork, so many choices, that the only 
way to get that all done, seems to be with a lot 
of foce-to-face time with an automotive 
professional or two. 

Well there is at least one person in Canada 
who would beg to differ. Bariy Shafran is pres¬ 
ident and CEO of Chesswood Group Limited, a 
publicly traded company that operates 
cars4U.com. 

According to Shafran, cars4U.com is “Cana¬ 
da’s only eDealer.” Shafran notes that unlike 
other dealerships or entities professing to pro¬ 
vide online vehicle shopping, only 
cars4U.com gives customers the actual “buy 


now” button, and with a price that is “actually 
the selling price, not the list price.” 

While Shafran notes that a tj^ical 
cars4U.com transaction “does come offline for 
a big part of it,” he also notes that at least sev¬ 
eral times a year, a customer will, “hit buy 
now and put a deposit 
online.” 

Cars4U.com 
partners with dealers 
of various makes, to of¬ 
fer a wide range of ve¬ 
hicles, available to 
customers across Cana¬ 
da. Once purchased, 
the vehicles can be de¬ 
livered, or picked up at 
the dealership who 
sourced it or at 
cars4U.corn’s Hdin 
Toronto. Trade-in 
values are assessed as 
best as one can over 
the phone, and then 
fine-tuned when the 
vehicle is dropped off. 

The company has been doing its e-thing for 
10 years now, with “steady growth” according 
to Shafran. 

Why haven’t others joined the bandwagon? 
“Good question,” says Shafran. He is certain 
the business requires auto experience, not 
just Internet experience. 

It’s easier to answer the question, why 
can’t you buy online direct from the automak¬ 


ers? That’s because in the U.S. and Canada, 
dealers have ironclad franchise agreements 
with their automakers. Dealers are the only 
ones that can sell you a car. (Note, however, 
that automakers can also own dealerships and 
do). 

But in Europe things are more 
loosey goosey, and that’s why we’re 
seeing some “direct to customers 
via the Internet” initiatives devel¬ 
oping there. Last summer Ford of 
Britain bundled a bunch of its com¬ 
pany-owned dealerships together 
and created 

FordRetailOnline.co.uk, complete 
with “12 regional delivery centres.” 

And just last week at the Geneva 
Motor Show, Renault said that its 
cheaper and Romanian-built Dacia 
line will be sold through an 
additional “Internet channel.” This 
is to compete with Peugeot- 
Citroen, which already said its new 
line of China-sourced low-cost vehi¬ 
cles would be sold exclusively on¬ 
line. 

Makes sense that the “bottom” of the mar¬ 
ket will be where Internet-direct makes 
inroads. You got a centralized, urbanized 
clientele, a cost-sensitive vehicle (an Internet 
channel is less costly to operate), and these ve¬ 
hicles tend to be viewed more like commodi¬ 
ties. And if they are not in the showroom, 
they’re not dragging down the profile of the 
automaker’s higher-priced brands.

Pushing the technology envelope 


Not every automotive 
breakthrough comes off 
the drawing board at the 
carmaker’s level. 

At the University of Wa¬ 
terloo in Ontario, a team 
of students is working on a 
plug-in hydrogen fuel cell 
that might one day make it 
to the showroom floor. 

It’s an entiy in the Eco- 
CAR Challenge, a three- 
year program that requires 
16 university teams from 
across North America to 
design and build vehicles 
with advanced power- 
trains and consumer ap¬ 
peal. 

Now into EcoCAR’s

third year, Waterloo’s Al¬ 
ternative Fuels Team is 
transforming a Saturn Vue 
to run on electricity, either 
stored from a household 
outlet or produced by the 
hydrogen fuel cell. The 
project grew out of work 
the university did in the 
earlier and similar Chal¬ 
lenge X program. 

“One of the reasons for 


doing the fuel cell archi¬ 
tecture is to have a more 
efficient vehicle,” says 
team captain Michael Gi- 
annikouris. 

“Each team picks their 
fuel choice in the first 
year. We did hydrogen in 
Challenge X and wanted to 
keep going with it, be¬ 
cause it’s more challeng¬ 
ing to integrate the fuel 
cell and the tanks that go 
with it.” 

Nothing comes easy 
with new technology, in¬ 
cluding incorporating two 
electricity sources. 

“That’s a big point,” Gi- 
annikouris says. 


“You have the fuel cell 
which operates at a certain 
voltage, and the battery at 
a different voltage. If we 
just took a big cable and 
hooked it from the fuel 
cell to the battery to the 
motor and turned it on, 
our fuel cell would charge 
our batteiy uncontrollably, 
because the voltage is too 
high. We use a D/C to D/C 
power converter. They’re 
new and there’s little avail¬ 
able commercially, so we 
decided to build our own. 

“It’s been unbelievably 
difficult, but we have a few 
people who are veiy good 
at this.”
